( report eonceroing the receot actlTitiea of Frans FBANTNSR, 
aka FECBQCA, previpualx reported in HAVA-11000 ae being a enapected 
RTS agent* MAVA-UOOO stated that FSARTNER vaa posing as a CIC 
oaploxee, but that the individuals whoa he had approached anspeeted 
that he was actually recruiting for the BIS. Our checking with CIC 
revealed that thejr bad eoqplcqred PRABTHER as a casual Infonaant but 
failed to give any indication that CIc had charged hia wit h specific 
recruiting tasks. A sunsary of the ^ ^ and ^ reports 

is contained in the following paragz^^pxs. 

2. During late July and early August 1952, PRABTNER 
contacted two fomer Bupo Vien Kriidnalbeaaxtai who had bean discharged 
from the Bupo because of their activity for the Gestapo during World 
War H. FSABTNER attcnpted to recruit these two individuals for 
unspecified investigative tasks, to be carried out under hie direction.

this tie* At the present tine we cannot assoss the truth of the 
BBOBDL stoxy concerning SAKItZSR's appearance in Vienna* SAMlTZER's 
presence and role in the £ast Geraan police have been the subject of 
■uch recent rvor, but this Is the first indication of hia pressnee 
in the Vienna area* ^ I will continue his casual contact with 
BBCSDL and HEI3TER* At the presMit tine we are naae^cbeckitig the 
individuals involved; results will be forwarded in a subsequent pouch* 
Our files iiwlicate that Anton BBOESL was femerly a SAVtlZER staff 
aeaber* woridag in the SARUZEB section charged with capture and 
eoq>loitatioa ef Soviet V/T operators parachuted into Austria*
